Cables. If possible, opt for HDMI to connect your devices. It's the only option 
that carries high-resolution video and uncompressed multi-channel audio without 
signal degradation. 

TV wall mount. To reclaim floor space and maintain a sleek modern look, pair 
your HDTV with a wall mount. 

Furniture. Cinematic seating provides high-class comfort, while storage solutions such 
as stands, shelves, and towers keep your media and components organized with style. 
Wireless N router. In order to enjoy Web content provided by smart home theater 
devices, you need a Wireless N router. 

Surge protector/power conditioner. Protect your devices against power surges 
and prevent "dirty" power from lowering your A/V quality. 
Universal remote. Use one remote to control all of your devices, program special 
functions, and view options on an LCD.

HDTV Screen Types 

To pinpoint the best HDTV screen technology for your needs, you should consider the type of content you want to watch and 
the typical amount of light in the room. Here's a look at each screen type's strengths and suitabilities.

LCD TVs 

LCDs are similar to computer 
screens, but they're bigger and 
easier to view from an angle. 
Traditional LCD TVs get their light 
from CCFLs (cold cathode fluores- 
cent lamps). 

• Ideal for wall mounting because 
they are thin and lightweight 

• Consume a little less power than 
plasma TVs 

• Best for rooms with windows 



LED TVs 

An LED (light-emitting diode) TV is 
actually a type of LCD TV. Instead of 
a CCFL backlight, however, its light 
comes from a panel of LEDs (full- 
array or full-matrix) or rows of LEDs 
around the screen (edge-lit). 

• Very bright, but use a lot less 
electricity than other HDTVs 

• Thinner design with high contrast 
ratio (rich, detailed dark colors) 

• Best for eco-conscious viewers 



Plasma TVs 

To create images that are colorful, 
vibrant, and clear, plasma TVs elec- 
trically charge small cells that con- 
tain ionized gas. 

• Enjoy deep blacks and bright 
whites, smooth onscreen motion, 
and wide viewing angles 

• A more cost-efficent technology 
for TV screens that are 42 inches 
or larger 

• Best for large and dark home theaters

Are there home theater audio options that take 
up less space than surround-sound systems? 

Yes. A soundbar simulates surround sound using a number of speakers 
in a single horizontal unit, as opposed to the five or seven speakers of a 
traditional multichannel audio setup. Many soundbars also come with sub- 
woofers — a wireless one in the case of the Harman Kardon SB 1 6 soundbar 
on page 20. 

Is it worth taking my HT devices online? 

Yes. In fact, now more than ever. Add your Internet-capable HDTV, A/V 
receiver, Blu-ray player, media player, DVR, or game console to your home 
network, and you'll have a variety of compelling streaming video and audio 
options — many of them free. 

How can I listen to satellite radio in my home 
theater? 

Plug a satellite radio tuner or dock into your A/V receiver. A tuner gives your 
receiver the ability to play satellite channels, as does a dock for your existing 
portable satellite radio. Some portables, such as the XM Onyx Radio Receiver 
with Home Kit on page 66 can wirelessly stream Internet radio stations. 

How can I enjoy my home theater without dis- 
turbing others? 

A pair of over-the-ear studio headphones, as featured in our showcase on 
page 71, should do the trick. Wireless headphones that use Kleer, RF, or IR 
technologies can be even more convenient for movies and games. 

What types of furniture are suitable for a home 
theater? 

Comfortable furniture is the best type. After that important criterion, con- 
sider sofas and recliners that have cupholders, which are just as practical 
at home as in the cinema. Also, stands, cabinets, and even ottomans with 
storage compartments can help you tame your movies, game controllers, 
and remotes.

Use A Tuner 

To discreetly incorporate satel- 
lite radio into your home theater, 
you can use an A/V receiver that's 
compatible with a satellite radio 
tuner (sold separately). Many 
tuners connect directly to the back 
of the A/V receiver, so you won't 
see another device added among 
your existing HT components. 
Depending on the A/V receiver, 
you might be able to control your 
satellite radio programming with 
the A/V receiver's remote. 



Dock Your Radio 

If you already own a portable satel- 
lite radio receiver, you can purchase 
a home kit. This connects your 
portable satellite radio to your A/V 
receiver. Although this configuration 
is less subtle, it's generally quick and 
easy to install. If you have more than 
one type of satellite radio receiver, 
you can add a universal docking 
home kit to your home theater. 
Alternatively, for those without a sur- 
round-sound setup, most docks can 
also connect to stereo speakers. 



Connect Via Cable 

Portable satellite radio owners can 
also use an analog stereo cable to 
bring favorite programming into their 
home theaters. This is a simple setup, 
as you only need to connect your 
device to your A/V receiver's AUX 
input. This method does add another 
cable to your home theater, how- 
ever, and you won't be able to use a 
remote to make selections. Instead, 
you'll need to control your listening 
experience using your portable satel- 
lite radio device's interface.

A home theater sound system isn't 
just a nice thing to have — it actually 
has a practical purpose.

Bigger Image Sensor Over More Megapixels 

See The Difference 

When you're shopping for a digital camera, take care not to be hoodwinked by the "megapixel myth." That's the idea that a camera 
with a high number of megapixels, such as 14MP, automatically takes better pictures than one with 12MP, 5MP, and so on. 
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The Megapixel Count 
Isn't Important 

A camera with more megapixels 
means you can take photos with 
higher resolutions and technically 
clearer detail. This is useful if you 
plan to enlarge your shots into 
posters. And yet, a high megapixel 
rating doesn't necessarily mean 
that a camera takes better-looking 
photos. Instead, great photos de- 
pend on the quality of the cam- 
era's lenses and the image sensor 
behind them. 



It's Image Sensor Size 
That Matters Most 

With all else being equal, a camera 
with a physically larger image sensor — 
also called a CMOS (complementary 
metal-oxide semiconductor) or CCD 
(charge-coupled device) — is likely to 
capture images of higher quality. More 
physical space allows the image sen- 
sor's photoreceptor sites to be bigger, 
so each can receive more light. A MP 
rating only indicates the approximate 
number of photoreceptors on an image 
sensor, not their physical size. 



How To Find A Better 
Image Sensor 

Speaking very generally, a camera 
with a large-diameter lens is more 
likely to have a big image sensor and 
photoreceptors. Also look for: 

• A lack of graininess in photos of 
the sky 

• Excellent shadow details without 
"blooming" bright areas 

• A high low-light sensitivity rating, 
such as 3200 or greater ISO equiv- 
alence 
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Use the Right Tool To Capture 

Still Shots & Video 

Like any other tools, cameras and camcorders are made to do specific jobs well: Camcorders shoot video; cameras capture still image 
shots. Expecting a camcorder to snap top-quality stills or your camera to shoot satisfactory video is likely to result in disappointment.

Light Up The Darkness 

A flash gives you better control of your lighting conditions 
when you take photos, particularly when you can direct 
the angle of the flash. By adding an external flash to your 
camera, you can cast indirect light onto your subject by re- 
flecting it off a ceiling or a bounce card. Indirect illumina- 
tion casts softer shadows and looks more like natural light. 

A quality external camera flash can adequately light your 
subjects from a distance so that their faces don't look too 
dark. More specifically, a dedicated camera flash can offset 
shadows caused by sunlight above or behind someone's 
face. Your smartphone's built-in camera flash may not be 
powerful enough to illuminate these types of dark areas. 



Good Light In, Bad Light Out 

UV filters can protect your camera's image sensor and 
improve photo quality by getting rid of the bluish haze 
caused by ultraviolet light. Other filter types offer different 
benefits. For example, a circular polarized filter can reduce 
white glare and enhance your subject's color and contrast. 
It will also eliminate reflections from non-metallic surfaces. 

Some filters add enhancements that can make images ap- 
pear almost magical. For instance, a diffusion filter can 
soften edges or blur the background to change the aes- 
thetics of a still image. And for a truly unique result, an 
8-point star filter can make celestial rays of light emanate 
from reflections and other light sources.
